To  the  Governors  of  the  Bishopsgate  Foundation. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  information  the  following  report 
of  the  operations  of  the  Institute  during  the  year  1914-15. 


The  accessions  to  the  library  during  the  year  by  gift  and 
by  purchase  numbered  1,154  volumes,  giving  a  stock  of  51,466 
as  against  50,812  volumes  available  to  the  public  at  the  close 
of  the  previous  financial  year.  The  Reference  department 
claims  24,095  volumes,  and  the  Lending  27,371.

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issue.  There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  issue  of  books  for  home 

reading— 90,947  volumes  having  been  borrowed  as  compared 
with  103,389  during  the  previous  twelve  months.  The  fact 
that  a  large  number  of  male  borrowers  have  handed  in  their 
tickets  for  cancellation  upon  joining  the  army,  and  that  the 
increased  duties  of  many  other  borrowers  have  left  little  time 
for  reading,  will  account  for  the  decrease  in  the  use  to  which 
the  library  has  been  put.

7ines.  With  the  smaller  issue  comes  a  reduction  in  the  receipts 

from  fines  for  neglect  to  return  books  within  the  period  fixed 
for  the  reading  of  them.  The  sum  of  £77  9s.  8d.  was  received, 
compared  with  £91  4s.  last  year. 

*eaders'^^  There  were  1,476  applications  for  the  issue  of  readers' 

tickets,  and  1,317  for  the  renewal  of  tickets  already  held  by 
borrowers.  Deposits  of  5s.  were  received  from  32  persons  in 
lieu  of  employers'  signatures.  The  total  number  of  persons 
actually  borrowing  from  the  library  is  2,825,  while  several 
hundreds  have  neglected  to  tender  their  tickets  for  renewal  or 
cancellation.  Since  1898,  713  persons  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  to  use  the  library  on  the  deposit  system, 
and  537  deposits  have  been  returned  to  those  who  have 
surrendered  their  tickets.  Of  this  number  24  have  been 
repaid  during  the  past  twelve  months,  leaving  a  total  of 
176  still  making  use  of  the  library.  There  have  been 
2,046  tickets  cancelled  during  the  12  months  covered  by  this 
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report  by  reason  of  removals  to  other  parts  of  the  city,  deaths, 
or  other  causes.  This  number  shows  an  increase  of  391  on 
the  number  cancelled  last  year.

Replacements.  Upon  examining  the  lending  collection,  it  was  found 

necessary  to  withdraw  from  circulation  709  worn  out  volumes. 
Of  these  109  were  considered  to  be  out  of  date  or  otherwise 
unserviceable,  and  therefore  were  not  replaced,  131  were 
reported  out  of  print,  and  the  remainder — 469  volumes — were 
replaced  by  new  copies. 


REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 


The  accessions  to  the  Reference  library  have  been  less 
numerous  than  in  previous  years,  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  were  fewer  books  published.  The  stock  now  stands  at 
24,095,  as  against  23,477  shewn  in  the  previous  report.  The 
increase  was  618  volumes,  of  which  number  460  were  acquired 
by  purchase,  and  158  by  gift.  There  were  transferred  to  the 
Lending  library  29  volumes.  The  London  collection  was 
increased  by  301  volumes,  giving  a  total  of  4,321  volumes 
dealing  with  the  history  and  topography  of  London.  The

The  number  of  books  consulted  during  the  year  has 
averaged  80  per  day.  The  total  issue,  23,993,  compared  with 
29,268  last  year  shows  a  falling  off  of  5,275.  If  it  were  possible 
to  keep  a  record  of  all  books  consulted  by  students,  and  by 
others  making  use  of  the  annuals  and  directories,  this  number 
would  be  increased  by  several  thousands.  The  number  of 
persons  using  the  library  was  13,409,  as  against  14,977  in  the 
previous  year.  A  classification  of  the  books  used  will  be  found 
on  page  8. 

Many  of  the  important  works  on  the  war  and  the  "  Books 
of  the  month  "  are  placed  on  the  tables  for  the  use  of  students 
and  others  before  being  passed  into  the  various  departments  of 
the  library.  Lists  of  these  books  are  posted  at  the  entrance 
of  the  building. 

NEWSROOM. 

There  have  been  fewer  attendances  in  the  newsroom;  but 
while  1,701  males  used  the  room  on  the  23rd  March  as  against 
1,766  on  the  16th  March  in  the  previous  year,  the  females 
visiting  this  department  show  an  increase  of  5  per  day,  or  51 
as  against  46  last  year. 

A  list  of  newspapers,  periodicals,  magazines,  etc.,  supplied 
to  the  room  is  placed  at  the  entrance  to  the  newsroom.

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DONATIONS. 

Of  the  216  volumes  presented  to  the  Governors  during 
the  past  12  months,  8  were  placed  in  the  Lending  library,  158 
in  the  Reference,  11  in  the  George  Howell  Library,  21  set 
aside  as  duplicates,  and  18  were  used  to  replace  copies  worn 
out  or  out  of  date. 

The  Governors  tendered  to  each  of  the  donors  their  cordial 
thanks  for  so  generously  contributing  to  the  collection.  A 
list  will  be  found  on  pages  16  and  17,  giving  the  names  of  the 
donors  and  the  number  of  volumes  presented. 

LECTURE  HALL. 

The  attendances  at  the  lectures  during  the  winter  months 
have  been  most  satisfactory,  notwithstanding  the  darkened 
streets,  due  to  the  troublous  times  through  which  we  passed 
and  are  still  passing.  The  average  number  of  persons  attend- 
ing each  lecture  was  317,  as  compared  with  389  in  the  preceding 
winter.  Tickets  were  issued  to  a  limited  number  of  scholars 
attending  the  neighbouring  schools,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able 
to  report  that  they  were  generally  used.  The  conduct  of  the 
scholars  was  excellent.  Fifteen  lectures  on  varied  subjects 
were  arranged  in  May,  1914,  for  the  following  winter,  but 
three  of  the  lecturers  were  unable  to  fulfil  their  engagements 
in  consequence  of  this  terrible  conflict,  and  illness  accounted 
for  three  others  not  being  able  to  deliver  their  lectures  as 
announced  in  the  syllabus. 

Although  prevented  by  illness  from  delivering  his  lecture 
on  "  Imperial  Rome"  as  announced,  the  Rev.  Hudson  Shaw 
subsequently  very  kindly  filled  the  gap  caused  by  the  serious 
illness  of  Prof,  de  Sumichrast.  The  Governors  most  cordially 
thanked  the  Rev.  Hudson  Shaw  for  the  delightful  lecture  he 
delivered,  free  of  charge  as  in  previous  years. 

In  1911-12  the  course  ticket  holders  numbered  149.  This 
number  increased  to  175  in  1912-13,  and  in  1913-11  to  176, 
but  last  year  the  number  fell  to  145. 

MID-DAY  WAR  LECTURES. 

With  a  view  to  helping  the  people  to  a  true  understanding 
of  the  events  that  have  led  to  the  present  war,  and  to 
strengthening  the  opinion  already  held  by  others  as  to  the 
justification  of  Britain's  share  in  it,  the  Governors  organised  a 
series  of  27  mid-day  lectures  by  some  of  the  best  known 
speakers  on  their  particular  subjects.  The  following  is  a  list

It  will  be  seen  that  a  great  many  aspects  of  the  world- 
wide war  were  dealt  with  from  almost  every  conceivable 
standpoint.  Each  lecture  was  preceded  by  an  organ  recital  of 
patriotic  music  by  Mr.  E.  Stanley  Roper,  b.a.,  mus.  bac.  (Cantab.), 
f.r.c.o.,  which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  people  assembled 
to  hear  the  views  of  the  various  speakers.  The  thanks  of  the 
Governors  have  been  tendered  to  each  of  the  lecturers,  and 
also  to  Mr.  Roper  for  his  kind  services. 

WORKERS'  EDUCATIONAL  ASSOCIATION. 

During  the  winter  two  courses  of  six  fortnightly  lectures 
on  "  The  age  of  Elizabeth,"  and  "  Shakespeare  :  history  and 
literature,"  were  delivered  to  some  200  or  300  members  of  the 
Workers'  Educational  Association.  The  first  course  was 
undertaken  by  the  Rev.  Hudson  Shaw,  m.a.,  Rector  of  St. 
Botolph,  Bishopsgate,  on  the  subject  of  "  England  under 
Elizabeth,"  and  this  was  followed  by  Miss  Maude  Royden,  of 
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Lady  Margaret  Hall,  Oxford,  who  took  for  her  subject, 
"  Shakespeare  and  his  greatest  plays." 

In  addition  to  these  lectures,  literature  classes  were  held 
each  week  with  a  satisfactory  result. 

CONCERTS. 

Four  excellent  concerts  were  arranged  during  the  winter, 
one  by  Mr.  E.  Stanley  Roper,  b.a.,  mus.  bac.,  f.r.c.o.,  and 
three  under  the  auspices  of  the  People's  Concert  Society  by  its 
enthusiastic  secretary,  Mrs.  Robinson  Smith.  The  Governors 
generously  agreed  that  admission  to  these  concerts  should  be 
free,  in  the  hope  that  such  an  arrangement  would  conduce  to  a 
better  attendance  than  had  obtained  in  previous  years,  and  I 
am  glad  to  state  that  considerable  success  rewarded  the 
experiment. 

MUSICAL  SOCIETY. 

In  spite  of  the  war,  the  membership  of  the  Society,  under 
the  conductorship  of  Mr.  E.  Stanley  Roper,  b.a.,  mus.  bac. 
(Cantab.),  f.r.c.o.,  has  increased  from  103  to  118.  There  were  31 
rehearsals,  with  an  average  attendance  of  85.  Two  concerts 
were  given  by  the  Society,  the  first  on  December  17th,  when 
Coleridge-Taylor's  "  Hiawatha's  Wedding  Feast,"  and  Sir 
Charles  Stanford's  "  Phaudrig  Crohoore  "  were  performed,  the 
principals  being  Miss  Perceval  Allen  and  Mr.  Maurice  d'Oisly. 
At  the  second  Concert  by  the  members  on  March  25th,  Hubert 
Bath's  "  Wedding  of  Shon  Maclean  "  was  rendered,  followed 
by  Sir  Frederick  Bridge's  "  Song  of  the  English,"  which  the 
composer  personally  conducted.  In  a  short  speech  Sir  Frederick 
complimented  the  Society  on  its  excellent  performance.  The 
principals  at  this  event  were  Miss  Lilian  Dillingham  and  Mr. 
Bertram  Mills. 

The  excellent  attendance  at  the  rehearsals  is  doubtlessly 
due  to  the  personality  of  the  conductor,  who  has  installed  him- 
self quite  a  favourite  amongst  the  members,  and  in  a  great 
measure  the  success  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Society 
is  due  to  the  generous  help  of  Miss  Rust,  who  for  many  years 
has  officiated  at  the  piano.  Miss  Rust  has  every  reason  to 
feel  that  her  services  are  appreciated  by  the  Governors  and  by 
the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  Society. 

LUNCHEON  HOUR  CONCERTS. 

The  mid-day  concerts,  which  are  given  every  Thursday 
during  some  eight  months  in  the  year,  are  greatly  enjoyed  by 
the  people.    Each  Thursday  the  attendance  averages  nearly 
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700  persons,  and  more  appreciative  audiences  one  cannot  wish 
for.  The  fact  that  the  attendance  at  each  concert  is  so  well 
maintained  is  due  to  the  high  standard  of  musical  entertain- 
ment that  is  provided.  There  were  64  such  concerts,  that  is 
to  say,  two  on  each  Thursday;  the  first  between  12.10  and 
12.50  p.m.,  and  the  second  between  1.10  and  1.50.  The 
aggregate  attendance  was  21,496,  as  ^against  20,232  last  year. 
Mr.  Roper  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  splendid  work  which 
he  has  performed,  and  is  still  performing,  for  the  Governors, 
with  a  view  to  affording  pleasure  to  the  people  and  sending 
them  to  their  several  vocations  all  the  brighter  for  the  hour 
spent  at  the  Institute.

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ORGAN  RECITALS. 

The  organ  recitals  which  have  been  given  at  the  Institute 
on  Tuesdays  (mid-day),  and  on  Fridays  (evening)  during  the 
year  have  numbered  75.  The  attendances  thereat  have  been 
very  small,  numbering  on  an  average  79  at  each  recital.  It  is 
hoped,  when  the  fact  that  recitals  are  regularly  given  at  the 
Institute  is  more  widely  known,  the  attendances  will  improve 
considerably.  Although  one  may  regret  the  smallness  of  the 
audiences,  one  could  not  wish  for  keener  appreciation  than  that 
displayed  at  each  recital  given  by  Mr.  Reginald  Goss-Custard, 
who  is  exceedingly  popular  with  the  people.  During  Mr. 
Goss-Custard's  absence  in  the  provinces  fulfilling  engage- 
ments, the  recitals  at  the  Institute  were  given  by  Mr.  Harry 
Goss-Custard,  Mr.  Norman  Collie,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Mason. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE  CLASS. 

On  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  Capt.  David  Nelson,  who  had 
been  the  conductor  of  the  Physical  Culture  Class  from  the 
beginning,  joined  the  colours,  and  Mr.  H.  D.  Elliott  was 
appointed  to  continue  the  work  so  well  organised  by  Capt. 
Nelson. 

The  membership  of  the  adult  Physical  Culture  Class  was 
most  satisfactory,  95  names  being  enrolled  during  the  winter. 
During  the  first  term  there  were  36  women  and  23  men  in  the 
class,  giving  an  average  attendance  of  39  for  the  59  members. 
This  number  was  reduced  in  the  spring  to  36,  of  which  number 
22  were  women  and  14  were  men,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  23.  In  addition  to  the  adult  class,  one  was  formed  for 
juveniles  residing  in  the  neighbourhood,  there  being  30  girls 
and  27  boys  in  the  class  during  the  winter  term,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  17.  The  spring  term  opened  with 
a  membership  of  48—23  girls  and  25  boys,  and  the  average 
attendance  was  14.  It  is  believed  that  the  members  derived 
much  benefit  from  the  exercises. 

RECREATION  ROOM  FOR  SOLDIERS  AND 
SAILORS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  war  the  small  hall  was  furnished 
with  a  grand  piano,  several  sets  of  chess,  draughts,  dominoes, 
cribbage,  and  various  morning,  evening,  and  weekly  illustrated 
papers,  and  was  opened  for  the  exclusive  use  of  soldiers  and 
sailors.  The  hall  has  been  well  used  by  those  for  whom  it 
was  intended,  averaging  about  80  per  day.  The  men  were 
permitted  to  smoke,  and  were  invited  to  make  the  freest  use 
of  the  room,

The  City  and  Shoreditch  Branch  of  the  Metropolitan 
Association  for  Befriending  Young  Servants  has  had  the  use 
of  a  room  at  the  Institute  for  some  17  years.  Miss  Stonard, 
the  Lady  Superintendent,  attends  every  Tuesday  to  receive 
girls  and  to  interview  persons  wishing  to  engage  those  of  good 
character.  The  work  of  the  society  has  been  most  useful  in 
placing  girls  from  the  Metropolitan  Poor  Law  Schools  in 
domestic  service,  and  in  helping  others.  These  girls  are 
visited  in  their  situations,  and  when  not  in  service  they  are 
provided  with  lodgings,  trained  and  taught  their  duties,  and 
cared  for  in  sickness.  The  war  has  materially  affected  the 
work  of  the  Association  during  the  year,  there  being  a  decrease 
in  the  number  employed,  and  in  the  work  generally. 

THE  OLD  BISHOPSGATE  BENEVOLENT 
SOCIETY. 

For  sixteen  years  this  society,  the  remnant  of  the  White 
Dog  Society,  has  met  at  the  Institute  for  the  purpose  of 
distributing  funds  to  the  poor  people  of  the  district,  and  it  has 
been  most  helpful  in  many  instances.
